Response to Arguments: 

Applicant asserts that BaN fails to teach creating audio file attachments to the 
original message by different end users who received and forwarded the message to 
other users. 

This is not found persuasive. The examiner is unable to find the asserted 
limitations in the present claims. The present claims are only directed to accessing 
messages and controlling playback of message attachments. It is irrelevant as to 
whether the message attachments are created in a different way in Ball . 
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
